The  Urban  District  of  Dalton-in- Furness  is  situated 
in  she  Mort/.-Testern  part  of  the  County  of  Lanccsshire 
adjoining  the  County  Borough  of  BarroYJ-in-Furness,  and  the 
Rural  District  of  Uiverston,  Height  above  Ordnance  Datum 
varies  bstueen  850  feet  in  the  north-^east  to  sea  level  in 
the  nest.  There  are  outcrops  of  limestone  in  various 
parts  of  the  District  and  in  the  pest  there  has  been 
sxtensi'.'s  mining  for  iron  ore  uhich  has  left  the  surface 
considerably  scarred  and  some  of  the  low  lying  area  flooded 
with  meter.  Subsidence  still  occurs. 

The  male  worhing  population  is  largely  employed  in 
the  shipyards  and  steelworks  at  Earro?/  and  in  agriculture. 
There  has  been  a small  increase  in  the  number  of  light 
industries  employing  feme.le  labour.

TMs  principal  vital  statistics  for  the  year  1953  and 
for  she  preceding  five  years  are  given  in  the  table  on  page  2. 

There  has  been  a sharp  drop  in  the  number  of  live  births 
and  the  nmiber  of  deaths.  Both  figures  are  the  lowest 
recorded  for  some  years. 

Of  the  136  births  registered,  74  were  males,  3 being 
illegitimae 3,  and  62  were  females,  of  which  3 also  were 
rmegitmaee.

The  Urhan  District  of  Dalton-in-Turness  is  provided. 

'.vater  hy  the  Barr ovv-in-Dunioss  Corporation  in  mains 
belonging  to  the  County  Borough  Council.  Dalton  is  supplied 
from  Pcaha  Beck  Reservoir  and  Askam  from  the  TJlpha  Intake  of 
the  River  Duddon. 

The  supply  uas  adequate  during  the  year. 

T-e  public  supply  nov?  serves  3,248  houses  direct  and  the 
n'onber  served  by  standpipes  remains  the  sam.e  as  before,  namely, 

13.  As  last  year  there  are  21  houses  supplied  from  private  sources, 
but  arrangem.ents  are  now  in  hand  to  provide  a supply  by  pump 
to  4 of  these  houses  at  Tythe  Barn. 

Sewerage. 

The  sewage  from  Dalton  is  taken  to  screening  tanks  near 
the  gasworks  and  the  effluent  is  then  discharged  to  the  Barrow 
Corporation  sewerage  system.  The  sewage  from  Askam  is  passed 
through  screening  tanks  and  the  effluent  discharged  to  the 
Duddon  Bstuary,  Sewage  from  the  hamlets  of  Newton  and 
martin  passes  through  settling  tanks,  the  effluents  being 
discharged  to  strearas.  Lindal  possesses  a modern  sewage  works 
and  full  treatment  is  given,  the  effluent  being  discharged 
into  a nearby  stream. 

The  number  of  houses  on  the  water  carriage  system  at 
31st  December,  1953  was  increased  to  3,239  by  the  connecting  up 
of  new  houses.  No  conversions  took  place  during  the  year 
and  there  remained  35  privy  middens  and  8 pail  closets  in  the 
District,

Property  in  the  District  is  generally  60-80  years  old, 
terrace  type  opening  direct  on  to  tjis  street.  Bor  the  raost 
part  tae  houses  are  structurally  sound  but  many  are  without 
modern  amenities  such  as  baths  and  hot  v^ater  systems  and 
some  re  .eing  allowed  to  fall  into  disrepair  on  .account  of 
the  hi  .n  cost  of  repairs  and  low  rents.  There  is  a general 
l.ck  damp  courses  but  little  evidence  of  rising  dampness.

In  presenting  to  you  this  report  on  the  work  of  the  Health 
and  Cleansing  Department  for  the  year  1953,  it  is  pleasing  to  note 
that  no  abnormal  circumstances  ocurred  'which  would  affect  the 
town  as  a whole. 

The  supply  of  materials  for  repairs  to  property  has  become 
somewhat  easier  during  the  year.  The  labour  position,  overall  has 
also  improved  but_-'the  cost  -of- carrying  out  repairs  is  still  a 
very  ser-io'us  matter  vhaere  the  rent  income-is  very  low. 

Milk  Supply. 


All  the  samples  of  milk  taken  during  the  year  for 
bacteriologiccil  examinations  proved  to  be  satisfactory.  These  are 
not  numerous,  since  by  far  the  greatest  percentage  of  Dalton’s 
milk  supply  is  pasteurised  at  the  Barrow  Dairies. 

Food  Sup'cly. 

Tno  hundred  and  tvjsnty-four  visits  were  made  to  various  food 
shops  in  the  town  and  I am  glad  to  be  able  to  say  that  the  general 
standard  of  cleanliness  is  very  good. 

It  is  this  t^Tpe  of  v;ork  -where  one  of  the  greatest  opportunitie 
occ’ors  to  impress  upon  food  handlers  the  necessity  for  scrupulous 
cleanliness.

77ith  a total  of  fifty  eight  housDS  added  to  the  Gouncil’s 
housing  astate  during  the  year  wc  are  at  last  making  some 
impression  on  rhe  list  of  persons  vmaiting  for  accomraodation 
and  this  makes  our  work  in  this  direction  much  pleasanter. 

As  WG  all  know,  many  pooplo  cannot  afford  the  rents  which  wo 
are  compollod  to  charge  for  new  houses. 


In  conclusion  I am  happy  to  record  the  good  feelings 
exisoing  between  various  trades  in  the  town  and  the  Health 
Department  in  its  activities.  My  thanks  are  due  to  tlio 
Health  Gommitteo,  the  Medical  Officer  and  other  officers  of  tli 
Council  for  their  unstinted  co-operation  and  to  Miss  Atkinson 
aeed  tho  cleansing  staff  without  whose  assistance  the  work 
of  the  Department  cannot  successfully  go  on.
